Ing more to say .”

” resDonded the judge, "why don’t 


Rowland Hill, an Englishman, turned 
his attention to the postal sy stem of 
his country . By degrees and by care­ 
fully watching the sy stem then in 
vogue Hill became convinced that a 
uniform cheap postage in the shape 
of an adhesive stamp for prepay ment 
on mail matter would not only become 
popular with the people, but at the 
same time materially Increase the rev­ 
enue of Great Britain. 
The English 
postofflce authorities discouraged the 
scheme as much as possible. 
Never­ 
theless, from mere force of public 
sentiment, it was introduced into par­ 
liament and ratified in 18 39 . Of course 
when the measure became a law post­ 
age stamps were a great success and 
have since been adopted by all clvll- 
l*ed and a number of uncivilized coun­ 
tries of the world. 
Mr. Hill became 
prominently identified with the postal 
sy stem of Great Britain, and in 18 6 0, 
in recognition of his great services. 
Queen Victoria made him a K. C. B. 
(knight commander of the bath). He 
passed away in 18 8 2, full of honors, at 
a ripe old age. 
He may be called 
the “ father of the postage stamp. 
Great Britain was the first country to 
adopt adhesive stamps and compara­ 
tively cheap postage for its people, 
for it was not until 18 47 
that the 
United States fell in line in this re­ 
spect. The Issuing of stamps for post, 
age use is left to the postmaster-gen­ 
eral, who from time to time, as the 
ex igencies of the case require, has the 
different stamps that he deems requl- 
■Ite Issued to the public. The printing 
of the postage stamps of this country 
was formerly done by private bank 
note companies, but now the govera- 
ment does Its own work. 
All of the 
stamps are printed by the bureau of 
engraving and printing of Washing­ 
ton under the direction of the treas­ 
ury department. This has been done 
since 18 9 4. The Issuing of the postal 
commodities in the postofflce depart, 
ment is in the hands of the third as­ 
sistant postmaster-general.
